Applicant hereby requests the reinstatement of the Appeal of the final 
rejection dated December 24, 2003 of Claims 32-41 (designated Group IV in the 
examiner's requirement for restriction dated August 25, 2004) and also, 
provisionally, of Claims 12-21 (designated Group II), Claims 22-31 (designated 
Group III) and Claims 42-51 (designated Group V). 

All claims identified above have been twice rejected and the rejection 
appealed (see attached Notice of Appeal dated March22 2004). Subsequent to 
the filing of an Appeal Brief, prosecution was reopened and the claims made 
subject to a five-way restriction. Pursuant to that requirement for restriction, 
Applicant has selected to prosecute in this case the claims of group IV (Claims 
32-41) with traverse as to the claims of Groups II (Claims 12-21), Group III 
(Claims 22-31) and Group V (Claims 42-51). Accordingly, the request is made to 
reinstate the Appeal with respect to the elected claims of Group IV (Claims 32- 
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41 ) at to provisionally reinstate the Appeal of the claims of Groups II, III and V 
dependent upon the outcome of Applicant's traverse. 

Applicant believes that no fee is required for this Notice of Appeal as the 
claims subject to the appeal are the same as those subject to the prior appeal 
filed March 22, 2004.
